With the advancement of trichloroacetic acid peel technology and wound care, 
trichloroacetic acid peeling has become very successful in Korea. Its success has opened 
studies on the possibility of using phenol on Korean skin.

Another pair of patients had herpetic infection, 
which left minimal scarring. Five patients developed cardiac arrhythmia with this rapid 
technique, but this was safely managed by an anesthesiologist during the procedure. 
Korean skin belongs to Fitzpatrick types IV and V and occasionally to type III or VI. It 
is common knowledge that performing chemical peeling on the latter types of skin is 
dangerous, but in this report, excellent results were obtained from all 30 patients, even 
though the peeling itself was very deep. With more knowledge and experience, phenol peel 
can be safely conducted on Asian skin.

UK: In late August it was announced that Old Bond Street Holding Company 
Ltd and seven of its subsidiaries, including Yardley, had been placed in 
receivership. KPMG was appointed as the receivers. Yardley' s ultimate 
owners, through Old Bond Street, are US investment bank, Wasserstein 
Perella Management Partners. The Yardley group was said to be suffering 
from a heavy debt burden following its change of ownership in the early 1 
990s, when it was sold by SmithKline Beecham to Old Bond Street. A report 
in UK broadsheet, the Financial Times stated that the last posted figures 
for Old Bond Street Holding Company showed pre-tax losses of (pounds ) 9 . 2mn 
on sales of (pounds) 69mn in 1996, after losses of (pounds) 2mn the year 
before. The company's debts were said to stand at (pounds ) 120mn . The group 
has 300 employees, a manufacturing operation based in Basildon, UK, a head 
office in Central London and operations in Australia, New Zealand, Malaysia 
and Singapore. It also has major customers and distribution - arrangements in 
several other countries. 

Founded in 1770, Yardley is strong in the "English Perfumery" sector of 
the market and draws heavily on its heritage. However, in recent times, 
Yardley had attempted to reinvent itself, revamping its colour cosmetics 
line and appointing Linda Evangelista as its spokesmodel. 

As ECM went to press, a spokesperson for KPMG stated that around 100 
expressions of interests had been received and a number of frontrunners had 
since emerged. Serious negotiations were to start in mid-September, with a 
final sale of the whole concern expected shortly after.

ADVANTAGE - The fats and oils contained in adhesive softens the adhesive and enables the 
peeling of wrinkle removing sheet easier. Longitudinal cleavage lines formed in center of 
strips enables easy adhesion of the adhesive strip to spherical surface of face and 
curved surfaces around eyes.
